Tho great majority of Wisconsin has 
been purchased; the grower is happy in

soil in the interests of tobacco. What 
we must do is to fill up the lack and em- 
ploy the methods practiced to produce a 
.eat of such quality as to moke our lo- 
cality a favorite hunting ground to the 
buyer.

A grower who does not Beem to en- 


tirely ogroe with the extract from the 
BaldwinBvjlle Gozette, published in thii 
paper under tba title of "How to Raisi 
Heavy Tobacco Crops," writes to that ap 
per and states whore he differs. 


After saying tbat he agrees with them 


iu advocating more manure on less land 
ho gots on to remark that in most part 
of the country it seems very ilsky to so' 
plants as late as the last ot July.

The summer work on o crop of tobac 


co is too expensive to have it ruined jus 
before it ia ready to harvest in tbe fal 
For my part, I would rather run the ris 
of fros't in tbe spring by setting as earl} 
as the 20 or 28 of May, after wbicb timr 
they will rarely be killed] as it takes 
very heavy frost to injure them, wlie 
you have only been to the expense o 
810 or S12 for setting, than lo set lute 
than tbeiirst ot July and lo»e your whol 
summer's work. We had heavy frosf3 las 
fal! the 13th and 14th of Septsmber, an 
September IGth in 1E"3. Tobacco se 
as ;ate as June 15th would hardly escap 
these frosts unless the season wcs ver 
favorable. I shou'd say from May 25th 
to June 25th. An important item'ro hav 
a crop handle nicely is evennees in siz 
of plants, A few large plan's set iimon 
B lot of small ones ere always an unnoy 
ance. They have to ba topped earb 
then have to be suckorod the l:rst tirr. 
when you are topping tho reet; then tbe 
nre dead ripo before tho others aro road 
to cut, which makes unovenness in colo 
when yon come to sort. They ahoulci a 
be as near of a size as possible.

It gives you a chanc 
to wait for rein rather than to water in 
or to fit your ground if that is not ready 
Then, too, it gives your boa a chance t 
get started again.

end of your box on. a block six or eigh 
inches high. Pull yonr plenfs with on 
hand, putting them in the other, wit 
tho roots oven.

After selling i 
the cellar, water frequently nnd watch t 
see that they do not heat, in which cae 
do not pack so tight. They will Rtai 
after setting just as soon and grow as 
thrifty as if just pulled from tbe bed. 


Farmers are taking more and moru to 


tho systems of setting Havana tobacco^ 
whicu provide for watering freely, the 
first thing aftar placiug the plants in the 
hills. 
A plan which is meeting with 


much favor in dry districts is to scoop 
out a basin in the top ot each hill, large 
enough to hold from a pint to a quart; to 
put the plant in the hollow, the roots 
loosely covered with dirt; and to fill the 
basin with water, then packing the dirt 
down around the plant. 
This insures 


against drought, and no further watering 
is needed. 


Much has been said on botb sides in 


regard to the burning quality of tobacco 
grown with sfstas for a fertilizer. 
It 


seems as though when plants are grown 
on tho same grourid, year in and yea' 
out, whether with or without othor fertil- 
izers, there is ft neoessil/ for more time. 
Tbia is drawn out more by tbo use of 
stems, than in any other way, aud if they 
are used, it will be probably be best to 
mix them with cottonseed meal, bone, or 
lime, to supply tho lacking elements.
